Eadle Keatah Toh, otherwise the Big Morning Star, is 
rather a small Morning Star—being a sheet of four pages, 
each about one-half the size of these—is in fact not a Morn- 
ing Star at all, as it is published but once a month. It is an 
interesting publication, however, showing the progress of 
civilization among the pupils of the Indian Training School 
at Carlisle, Pa. That they are learning white men’s ways 
is shown by the following extracts from the last number of 
the Star : 

One of our boys who has learned his trade and returned 
to his home in the Territory, Henry C. Roman Nose writes : 
“‘T am going to tell you what I was doing last Saturday. I 
got marry a very sure nice girl. She is very gentle and po- 
lite and kindly, but I am very sorry she do not talk English, 
and do not understand anything about the white man’s ways. 
But I am trying to teach her about the white road.” 

One on the grounds writes to Capt. Pratt: ‘‘I tell you 
what I think this morning ; it is about money. It is money 
that makes us try hard to work for it. You give us the good 
way how the white people live. No white man he long to 
work only when he get money.” 

This last youth’s method of expression is something hke 
that of the school boy who, when asked to tell what salt 
was, said that it was the stuff ‘‘that made other things taste 
bad when you didn’t put it into them.”’ 

Tue holiday season in Washington has been unusually gay 
this year, and the presence of a number of officers of the 
Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, permitted to snatch a few 
brief days from their official duties, added grestly to the 
enjoyment of the season.

route to Santa Fe. Captain Lawson was married on the 12th 
inst., at Louisville, Ky., to Miss Mamie Craig, daughter of 
the late Alexander Craig, of St. Joseph, Mo. The wedding 
ceremony was connected with a rather melancholy incident, 
in which the joy attendant on such occasions was mingled 
with grief. The sister of the bride, Mrs. Alice Peay, lay on 
her dying bed, from paralysis, resulting from the birth of 
her child, and she could expect to live but a few days at the 
most. It was her desire to witness the marriage of her sister 
before her death. It was intended to postpone the ceremony 
until some future time, but in order to gratify the wishes of 
the dying woman, the wedding was fixed during the captain’s 
visit, and took place on the day above mentioned. Captain 
Lawson is a splendid looking soldier, standing full six feet 
two inches, and was the youngest colonel in the volunteer 
service during the war. He volunteered at Fort Wayne, Ind., 
in 1861, at the age of seventeen, and became colonel of an 
Indiana regiment before the battle of Franklin., Tenn., when 
at the age of twenty-one. He was in nearly all the battles 
of the Cumberland, making for himself a gallant record.

Upon proof of this being furnished the 
case was reopened on the recommendation of Commissioner 
Thomas A. Hendricks, and now, after the lapse of a hundred 
years, the legal representatives of Paul Jones become owners 
of land earned$during the Revolutionary war.

taker beyond a reasonable doubt.” We understand that the 
question has been referred to the Attorney General for his 
decision, though it had not reached here up to Thursday of 
this week. A former Attorney-General, Gen. Devens, gave 
an opinion ia which he cited various cases, including those 
of Generals Hull and Twiggs, to show that the correct cus- 
tom, and the universal custom, of former Presidents was tu 
order Courts martinl whenever and wherever they con- 
sidered that the interests of the service required them. 
Tbe New York Tribune says: So far as General Swaim’s 
opinion regarding the power of the President to constitute a 
court-martial under the circumstances, it is well known by 
those who have been long familiar with his views that he 
does not think the President possesses such power. But the 
Judge Advocate General goes much further, and bases his 
recommendation that the findings and sentence in the Whit- 
taker case be disapproved, on the broad ground that they 
are not sustained by the evidence in the case, even admit- 
ting the testimony of experts in handwriting and allowing it 
full weight. It is also understood that the Judge Advocate 
General discussed at length the question of motive, as set 
forth in one of the specifications in the charges brought 
against Whittaker—that he mutilated his person to create 
sympathy in his own behalf, when he feared he would be 
found deficient in‘ his studies—and points out that the con- 
clusions of the court itself show that no such motive could 
ever have existed. It is also stated that General Swaim, in 
his review of the case, has dealt plainly and fearlessly with 
the causes which led to ostracism of Whittaker at the Mili- 
tary Academy, and he has not refrained from criticism of 





that part of General Schofield’s report which was sharply 

criticised by a large portion of the American people and 

press when it was first published two years ago. The state- 

ment that one of Whittaker’s classmates not now in the Army 

has “‘peached” so far as to say the colored cadet did no t 
mutilate himself, is disbelieved by some Army officers who 

want Whittaker condemned to imprisonment with hard labor 
“forthe honor of the service,” and who emphatically de- 
clare that such a confession would ‘‘ dishonor” the man who 
made it. Despite this, however, there is the very best au- 
thority for saying that the report is true, and that at the 
proper time details will be made public. The Congressman 
to whom this partial confession was made is a man who 
would instantly appreciate ite importance and significance, 
and who was not mistaken as to what be heard. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Herald, writing from 
the Crow Creek Agency, says: ‘‘ While I was galloping back 
to the fort in the company of Dr. Berger, the post surgeon, 
we came upon a handsome Indian girl, who was sauntering 
along the roadside, She proved to be Ziwin, or Yellow 
Woman, one of the Hampton College graduates. Attired in 
a fasbionably-cut polonaise, jaunty bonnet, anda prir of 
high-heeled French shoes, as she drew back and modestly 
shaded her eyes with a tiny gloved hand, Ziwin was the 
strongest advocate of education that could have been sent 
among the susceptible braves of Crow Creek.”

LIEUT.-COL. WM. REDWOOD PRICE. 

Lievt.-Cou. William Redwood Price, 6th U.S. Cavalry, 
Brevet Colonel U. 8. A., a gallant officer of distinguished 
service in the War of the Rebellion, and of later years in the 
Indian country in Arizona and elsewhere, died at German- 
town, Pa., December 30, 1881, at the residence of his brother- 
in-law, Mr. Wright. ‘The deceased officer came East only a 
few weeks ago to recruit his shattered health, and it was 
at first thought be would surely recover, but the end came 
more suddenly than was expected. His disease was dia- 
betes, aggravated by exposure in the late Apache cam- 
paign. Col. Price was born in Cincinnati in 1836; entered 
the Volunteer service, Jan. 15, 1862, as a 2d lieutenant of 
the 3d Pennsylvania Cavalry; promoted Ist lieutenant Sept. 
7, 1862, and captain May 1, 1863; appointed major and A. A. 
G. of Volunteers Aug. 6, 1864; brevetted lieutenant-colonel 
of Volunteers Jan. 23, 1865, “‘ for industry, zeal, aud faithful 
service ” during the campaign before Richmond, Va.; bre~ 
vetted colonel and brigadier-general of Volunteers for 
faithful, gallant, and meritorious services during the war. 
He was mustered out of the Volunteer service September 1, 
1866, having in the meantime, on the 28th of July, 1866, on 
the reorganization of the Army, been appointed major of 
the 8th U. 8. Cavalry; brevetted lieutenant-colonel in the 
Regular Army March 2, 1867, for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battle of Five Forks, Va. But the honors 
bestowed upon him for service did not end here. On the 
10th of December, 1868, he was brevetted colonel for gallant 
and meritorious services in that month in an engagement 
with Indians in the vicinity of Walker's Springs, Arizons. 
On the 2d of April, 1879, he was promoted lieutenant-colonel 
of the 6th U. &. Cavalry. The service has sustained a severe 
loss in his death, and his comrades in arms have often attested 
the esteem in which he was universally held. The funeral 
took place at Germantown, January 2. Amongst those pre- 
seut were observed Gen. D. H. Rucker, U. 8. A., Captain 
Adam Kramer, 6th U. 8. Cavalry, and Gen. Francis Darr, of 
New York. Colonel Price was a grandnephew of William 
Redwood, who gave the Redwood Library to Newport, R. 
I., and bore his name. 

His mother was Hannah Leslie, of Philadelphia. His 
father, William Price, died in 1860, and will be remembered 
by old Cincinnatians as one of the most distinguished and 
esteemed physicians of that city in early days. One who 
knew him well writes : 

‘‘Qolonel Price’s chivalrous devotion to his duty in civil 
and military life was the prominent feature of his character. 
Hig affection and consideration for others made him the 
well-beloved of all privileged to know him. He came from 


stock, and, though a hard fighter against the In- 
Gans, he won their esteem and confidence by his justness 


and fairness.” 

Honorable mention should b2 made in this connection of 
Private Samuel Ackroyd, 6th Cavalry, who came east with 
Colonel Price as nurse, and supplemented his devotion and 
affection for his commander in the field by similar attention 





at his deathbed, and to him fell the duty of closiog the 
coffin of his beloved commander, 
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G. O. 1, H. Q. A., Jan. 3, 1882. 


The abuse of sick leaves and surgeons’ certificates has 
grown to be so great that it becomes necessary to invite the 
special attention of officers making the certificates, and the 
authorities granting or recommending the leaves, to the 
absolute requirements of the regulations on this subject. 
Officers whose ailments could quite as well be, treated at 
their proper stations as elsewhere are permitted to leave 
their commands ; others, whose disorders are caused by 
some local influence, are permitted to leave the military 
departments in which they are serving, when a temporary 
removal to some other station within the department would 
alleviate their sufferings ; still others are granted sick leave 
who, while possibly physically incapable of discharging the 
severer duties pertaining to their positions, could perform 
many duties of a lighter nature at the posts at which they 
are stationed, or whose services might be usefully employed 
at other posts in the department. It is believed there are 
instances where medical officers have given certificates of 
disability on the representations of the applicant alone, 
without making that searching inquiry into the supposed 
disorders, or what possibly caused them, which is expected 
of them as experts, and which it is their duty to make. No 
inconsiderable number of officers are now absent from their 

roper commands in consequence of this abuse, who, it is 
belioved, should be rendering some service to the Govern- 
ment. To prevent this in the future, it is made the duty of 
department commanders to examine with jgreater scrutiny 
every certificate of disability sent tothem. If satisfied the 
disorder does not arise from the vicious habits of the appli- 
cant, their first inquiry should be whether a temporary re- 
lief from the more arduous duties, and rest from the cares 
incident to their positions, would not accomplish the desired 
end; if not, whether a temporary change to some other 
post in the department would secure relief. Authority to 
go beyond the limits of the department on sick leave is con- 
templated by the regulations only in two cases: First, where 
it is necessary to save life, and, secondly, where it is neces- 
sary to prevent permanent disability.

Vaccination of Troops.—Last week we referred to the 
precautions against smallpox adopted by the War Depart- 
ment. Instructions dated Dec. 24, 1881, say: ‘‘The Secre- 
tary of War directs a medical inspection to be made of every 
company, troop, and battery in regard to vaccination, and 
the facts as to each man, whose name has not already been 
entered on said record book, to be stated therein. The ad- 
visability of vaccinating or revaccinating any man is, how- 
ever, to be left to the post surgeon making the inspection.” 

WHEN a mess-kit is purchased fora company at a place 
other than the station of the company, application should be 
made by the company commander to the Quartermaster’s 
Department for its transportation, the Secretary of War hav- 
ing decided that transportation for a company’s mess-kit 
may be furnished by that department. (Letter A. G. O.

FITZ JOHN PORTER'S OASE. 


The Letter That Was Written by General Grant in His 
Beha f. 
New York, December 22, 1881. 


The President, Washington, D. 0. 

Dear Str: At the request of General Fitz John Porter, I 
have recently reviewed his trial and the testimony furnished 
before the Schofield court of inquiry held in 1879, giving to 
the subject three full days of careful reading and consider- 
ation and much thought in the intervening time. The read- 
ing of the whole of this record has thoroughly convinced me 
that for these nineteen years I have been doing a gallant and 
efficient soldier a very great injustice in thought, and some- 
times in speech. I feel it incumbent upon me sow to do 
whatever lies in my power to remove from him and from his 
family the stain upon his good name. I feel this the more 
incumbent upon me than I should if I had been a corps com- 


than the one which I did ; but, as General, I had it possibly 
in my power to have obtained for him the hearing which he 
only got at a later day ; and as President I certainly had the 
power to have ordered that hearing. In justification for my 
injustice to General Porter Ican only state that shortly after 
the war closed his defence was brought to my attention, but 
I read it in connection with a sketch of the field where his 
offences were said to have been committed which I now see, 
since perfect maps have been made by the Engineers’ De- 
partment of the whole field, were totally incorrect as show- 
ing the position of the two armies. I have read it in con- 
nection with statements made on the other side against 
General Porter, and I am afraid possibly with some little 
prejudice in the case, although General Porter was a man 
whom I personally knew and liked before ; but I got the im- 
pression, with many others, that there was a half hearted 
support of General Pope in his campaigns, and that General 
Porter, while possibly not more guilty than others, happened 
to be placed in a position where he could be made responsi- 
ble for his indifference, and that the punishment was not a 
severe one for such an offence. Iam now convinced that he 
rendered faithful, efficient and intelligent service, and the 
fact that he was retained in command of a corps for months 
after his offences were said to have been committed, is in his 
favor, 

What I would ask in General Porter's behalf from you is 
that if you can possibly give the time, you give the sub- 
ject the same study and thought that I have given it, and 
then act as your judgment may dictate. But, feeling that 
you will not have the time for such an investigation (for it 
will take several days’ time), I would ask that the whole mat- 
ter be laid before the Attorney-General for his examination 
and opinion. Hoping that you will be able to do this much 
for an officer who has suff2red for nineteen years a punish- 
ment that never should be inflicted upon any but the most 
guilty, I am, very truly, yours, U. 8. Grant.

__ With my appeal is a letter from General Grant to the Pres- 
ident, and I have his assurance of a further personal appeal 
in the near future, he feeling deeply interested in the result, 
having, through misunderstanding of the facts, failed to act 
when the matter was before him as General of the Army 
and as President of the United States. There are also 
several petitions from officers of high rank, and, 
indeed, from soldiers of all , generally cog- 
nizant of the events, from New York city and from other 
cities cf New York—from Maine, New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Pennsylvania, and also from numerous citizens of Phil- 
adelphia. Numerous other petitions from officers and sol- 
diers from several States were presented to Congress at the 
last session, and there were many in the hands of President 
Hayes when he appointed the Advisory Board, including ap- 
peals from the Legislatures of New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania—also ments from able jurists. (See 
pages 486 to 490, and to 550, volume 1, proceedings of 
the Board.) The few of these that I have been able to re- 
cover I have appended to my appeal, so that it may be seen 
how much a large class of our citizens has been interested in 
the administration of this case. And last. but not least, I 
take that which under tke circumstances will be the sanc- 
tioned liberty of sending a private letter to me from Gen. 
Terry, whose manly utterances are only equalled by those of 
Gen. Grant.

THE APPEAL. 
To the President. 

Sre: I respectfully represent that in January, 1863, by 
Court-martial I was most uvjastly declared guilty of cha 
against me and sentenced “ to be cashiered and forever dis- 

ualified from holding os | office of trust or profit under the 

vernment of the United States.” From the promulgation 
of the verdict of that court I have protested my innocence of 
all wrong done and asserted the injustice of the sentenee, 
and presenting the sustaining evidence, I have from time to 
time urged a rehearing. In 1878 the President, in order to 
be fully informed of the facts of the case, and to be enabled 
to act advisedly upon my application for relief, appointed a 
Board of Army officers to examine into the merits of the case 
and to report what action, if any, in their opinion, — 
required should be taken on my application. That 
after a thorough examination iato the facts of the case, vin- 
dicated me in every respect, and gy that, in their opin- 
ion, justice required at the hands of the President such 
action as might be necessary to annul and set aside the 
findings and sentence of the Court-martial, and restore me 
to the poritions of which that sentence deprived me—such 
restoration to take effect from the date of dismissal from the 
service. And I now respectfully and maety represent that 
the sentence is a continuing sentence, and so long as it exists 
is within the reach and under the control of Executive power; 
that, harsh and burdensome originally, and lasting through 
many years, it is, for stronger reasons, a subject for the con- 
sideration and action of the Executive now that it is proved 
to have been founded in error and to be unjust; and I re- 
spectfully ask you, if convinced of the justice of the recom- 
mendation of the Advisory Board, to annul and set aside the 
findings and sentence of the Court-martial, and to nominate 
me to the Senate for restoration to my rank in the Army, un- 
der an act of Congress of 1868, allowing that mode of redress 
of wrong committed by a Court-martial. And this I ask not 
merely in justice to me and those most dear to me, but in 
ustice to the Army to which I belonged and which has ever 
believed in me, and to the Government which honored and 
trustedme.

* Poets nascilur, orator fit,’ We find to-night that he is a 
poet, and we sll know tbat our ‘orator fit’ whenever he had 
a chance,” Ger. Gibbon’s response in verse was evidently 
unexpected, and was followed by the poem announced in 


the pi mme, which was by Gen. Horatio G. Gibson. 
Geo. Gibbon was perhaps tempted by a similarity of names 
to imagine himself to be a poet also. 


Poems and speeches and and anecdotes and music 
followed in quick succession. Old times were recalled, and 
ro schoolboys out for a holiday could have enjoyed them- 
selves more thoroughly than did the veterans of 1817. The 
reunion broke up at a late hour, and it will long be remem- 
bered by the participants as one of the most enjoyable occa- 
sions of their lives. 


INDIAN WARFARE—GEN. HA'I'CH’S OPINION. 


A psspaton of Dec. 31, from St. Louis to the New 
York World, says: 

General Hatch, the Indian fighter, arrived at the Lindel! 
to-day, and relative to despatches received here announcing 
the ~ of the Indian chief Nana and his band gaid: “I’ve 
read the despatch and I believe it to be true. I hope it is, 
for Nana’s death breaks up the last band of hostile Indians. 
I think, however, that the fact of the matter was that the 
Mexicans decoyed the Indians into a trap and massacred 
them. I knew Nana very well. He was my interpreter for a 
long time when I was in charge of the New Mexican district. 
He was a big fat Indian, rather old and very trustworthy. 
He and Victoria were good friends of mine and, by the way, 
they helped me out of a scrape once when I thought I was 

sty near the end of my rope. During the year 1876 one 

lay a number of the Apaches and others where we were sta 

tioned got very drunk on tiswin, stuff made from fermented 
corn, which tastes lke lemonade and is very intoxicating. 
The Indians would go hungry for a day-or so and then get 
full of tiswin and remain drunk for weeks. These fellows 
were getting very troublesome and trouble was just about to 
begin when I went in among them and you may be sure that 
I talked as I never did before in my life, fur I was sure it 
was a Close call. After a great deal of trouble I succeeded in 
winning over Victoria and Nana and others, and we soon 
settled the matter after that. The majority of the drunken 
crowd made the attack, but we killed four chiefs and a good 
many others and stopped the trouble. But for Victoria and 
Nana I know that drunken outbreak would have ended in 
the massacre of all of us. Nana went out on the war-path 
about three years ago, some time in 1878. Victoria went out 
and Nana was his adjutant. Iremember that I began to 
suspect the outbreak just at the time I was starting for the 
scene of the Ute massacre. I was taking the infantry and 
leaving Morrow with the cavalry to hold the place while I 
was away. I thought I would go and see old Victoria and 
ask him about the matter. I went alone to see the old man 
and told him that I knew what he was thinking of doing. 
He replied that I was alove and he could kill me. ‘I know 
you could,’ said I, ‘but I also know you will not. You are 
going on the war-path and the end of it will be the destruc- 
tion of yourself and your whole people. I am going away 
from here with some of tbe troops, but others will take our 
place and you will enrely get the worst of it.’ The old man 
replied that he had not made up his mind to go out, but that 
if he did he never intended to surcender again. ‘TI wi!l not 
surrender the hair of a horse's tail,’ was his grim remark. 
Some time after this the band went out with Victoria and 
Nana at the head. I had these Indians, Victoria, Nana and 

their bands, as prisoners. We took them and held them 
until the Interior Department ordered us to turn them out. 
Soon after the outtreak 400 Apaches went out with Victoria 
and we drove them away down into Mexico, They left their 
women and children and I afterwards turned them all over 
at the San Carlos Agency. Most of the braves were killed in 
Mexico. Victoria himself was killed in Mexico a year ago 
last summer. The Mexicans surrounded the camp and he 
was bit with astray shot and died in camp next morning. 
Then Nana took command, but all the Apaches have gone. 
The Indians alluded as captured with him at Presido Del 
Norte were all Mescaleros, so called from the fact that they 
manufacture a driok called Mescal. All the 400 Apaches who 
started out with Victoria are dead long ago. Nana was more

THE GREELY ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 2.— The Globe-Democrat prints some ex- 
tracts from letters written by Dr. Octave Pavy, U. 8. A., 
formerly of this city, who went to the Arctic region on the 
Guinare in June, 1880, and remained in Greenland until the 
arrival of the expedition under Lieut. Greely in July, 1881, 
which he joined as surgeon and naturalist at Godhaven, on 
Disco Island. The letters bring dates down to September of 
of last year, and note the arrival of the Proteus with the 
Greely expedition at Godhaven last July, and the passage 
from there to Lady Franklin Bay in Discovery Harbor, where 
preparations were made to build a house, to be called Fort 
Conger, in honor of Senator Conger, which is the first signal 
station of the colonization party and the headquarters of 
and exploring parties. 

On the passage from Godhbaven to Lady Franklin Bay, Dr. 
Pavy and Lieuts. Greely and Lockwood went ashore at the 
Cary Islands and visited the depot of provisions placed there 
by apt. Nares, of the English expedition, in 1875. At Life- 
boat Cave, where Buddington and part of the Polaris party 
pee their second winter after the death of Capt. Hall, 

hey found several relics of the Polaris’s camp and sent them 
to some of the party now in Washington. Cape Hawks and 
Mica ay Survey Island were also visited, and the depots 
established by Capt. Nares inspected. At the latter place, 
Lieut. Lockwood made acopy of the record left by Capt. 
Nares, which he left in the cairn and brought the orginal 
away. At Cape Leiber they went ashore and climbed the 
cliff, which is about 2,500 feet high, and had a magnificent 
view from it, Polaris, Promontory, Petermau’s, Fiord, Lady 
Franklin Bay, and Bessetts Bay all lying like a panorama 
before them. It was from this high cliff that Dr. Hayes saw 
the open Polar Sea. The cavern he mentioned having en- 
tered here could not be found. 

Prior to the arrival of the Proteus at Godhaven, Dr. Pavy 
had a large quantity of the best fur clothing made, and pro- 
cured other necessary articles for the sledge parties, which 
will make explorations from Fort Conger northward toward 
the Pole. is station is in latitude 81 deg. 44m. and longi- 
tude 64 deg. 45m. west.

THE “DESPATCH” EN ROUTE TO SAMANA. 


PassepD Assistant Engineer C. H. Manning, who is now 
Chief Engineer on the Despatch, writes to Passed Assistant 
Engineer Harrie Webster concerning his trip as follows : 


** Despatcu,” Porto Rico, Dec. 21, 1881. 

Dear Harrie: Here we are, safe and sound, but, speak- 
ing of that historic monkey and parrot, the time they had 
was nothing to ours. We left {the Cape at noon, 13th inst., 
and by the day were in the Gulf, with a 8, W. gale. Took 
good seas in for’d, keeping everything wet, and by Wednes- 
day night the decks leaked from end to end, and every one 
in the W. R. was drowned out. Wednesday, 8 Pp. m., wind 
stifled to N. E., and we went pumping before with all steam 
and close-reefed topsail. 

Thursday, P. m., the wardroom table carried away, but we 
did not mind that, as it had been raining too hard to use it 
fora day orso. We had our grub served in one big tin pan 
im smoking room and ate with our fingers, up to Sunday 
noon, when I rebuilt the W. R. table, things having quieted. 

Thursday night, we hove to, and I never slept a wink. 
My room kept dry the whole time, but the seas struck us 
so heavy, and we rolled so, that you had to stay awake to 
hold on. Friday, at 6 a. m., when I took the watch, I found 
the water over the pump room and fire room floor and the 
bilge pumps not doing anything, the strainers filling with 
felt as fast ascleaned. I sent word to put on the deck 
pumps, and jumped down with the water to feel if the wells 
also were filled, and by diving found them solid. Put my 
rotary in the bilge, but that did not free her. Then I took 
asaw, and cut the donkey bilge pipe a foot under water, 
and the main also, and then she commenced to free, and 
my mind was eased, for I thought for a while that the Navy 
Mutual would be busted. After cleaning the ship and 
mending the cut pipes I searched for the cause of the 
trouble, and found the belting had been washed adrift 
under the boilers ; so had it turned off to bighwater mark. 
Friday, at 2 a. m., was called again, and we had another 
tussle, the after pipes having become choked in the well 
and we had to take them up again. Friday morning I 
was in the water to my waist for five Lours, and that 
without having eaten a mouthful, and when I was done 
was pretty well played out, and bruised all over. The en- 
gines never gave a minute’s trouble till we were in sight of 
land, yesterday afternoon, eight days without stopping, 
when the after crank pin keeper bolt broke short off. We 
arrived this morning, took on seventy tons of coal, will 
take thirty more to-morrow, and leave, the afternoon, for 
Samana. We return here, however, in a few days to get a 
second rate on the chronometers, The ship looks hard and 
all her fine upholstery is ruined. Her deck leaks every- 
where and she is & very wet ship. One sea pooped her fair 
and equare, and it looked as though she was going down 
stern foremost. : MANNING,

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THE ARMY AND NAVY IN 1881. 


For the Army, taken as a whole, the year 1881 was 
one of a good degree of prosperity and comfort. The 
chief active operations were in the Territories of Mon- 
tana, Dakota, Arizona and New Mexico. In the two 
former these operations consisted mostly in receiving 
th? remainder of the broken camp of Sitting Bull, which 
by degrees came in to surrender, that chief himself 
bringing in the final batch of the once formidable body 
of hostile Sioux assembled at Wood Mountain. The 
greater part were conveyed to Standing Rock Agency, 
hard by Fert Yates, from which point Sitting Bull, 
with some immediate followers, was afterward put 
where he would do, if not the most good, at any rate 
the least harm—at Fort Randall. 

In Arizona and New Mexico the raids of Nana’s 
Apaches, and the outbreak of the White Mountain Indi- 
ans, caused the death of many brave officers and men ; 
but, after numerous skirmishes, und a vast deal of hard 
campaigning, the Indians were all driven to or across 
the Mexican border, and the two Territories were 
cleared. Renewing this work, in which reinforcements 
were brought from California and elsewhere, the cam- 
puigns were conducted, as a whole, with less loss to the 
settlers and to the troops than in some former ones in 
the same region. There have been minor precautionary 
expeditions and wars on the Canadian border, to guard 
against turbulent savages, and in Texas, while the 
Indian Territory has also heen carefully watched by 
the troops of Gen. Pope, entirely frustrating the plans 
of Payne’s raiders. 

The Yorktown Centenary furnished a campaign of 
a different type. The detachments from the 
Army, present on that pleasure trip, won golden 
opinions on every hand, and so far as_ the 
military part of the celebration, under General 
Hancock, was concerned, it was a great success. 
The troops there appeared with the new helmet, whose 
adoption has been one of the marked events of the year, 
and its practicability, and appearance when worn by 
considerable bodies of troops, were there favorably com- 
mented upon. 

One of the important events of the year has been the 
restoration of the forage allowance, under the act ot 
Congress passed last winter, for officers serving east of 
the Mississippi. It was not a wise act to abolish this 
allowance and commutation, and the restoration has 
given general satisfaction. In the recruiting service, as 
revised by Gen. Drum, a great advance has been made, 
and it may confidently be said that the enlisted men of 
our Army are not surpassed by any body of soldiers in 
y service. Much attention, too, has been paid to the 
wants and well-being of the enlisted men during the 


year. The system of post schools, to which General 
McCook and Chaplain Mullins have devoted so much 
attention, has been firmly established, and its successful 
operations during 1881 are full of promise for the 
future. A very great gain this year has been the substi- 
tution of mineral oil for candles. The barracks have 
thus been made more attractive and homelike, and 
reading in the evening encouraged. No doubt the good 
results will compensate many times the slight increase 
in expense. 

The Military Academy has passed from the superin- 
tendence of Gen. Schofield to that of Gen. Howard, the 
former officer being temporarily assigned to a newly- 
created Division of the Gulf, which, however, was 
soon discontinued as needless and cumbersome. The 
[ actitery school at Fort Monroe has been full of useful- 
jness. In the Ordnance Corps there have been changes 
and also a general spirit of inquiry which lead us to 
believe that the present year will see a determined 
effort to lift it out of its rut, and to a progressiveness 
befitting our service. To the artillery the year has been 
memorable for the interchange of the regiments serving 
on the Pacific and the Atlantic, and of the regiments 
serving respectively in the Northern and the Southern 
States. Animportant movement for the cavalry and 
infantry has been the establishinent of the Fort Leaven- 
worth school, which will do for those arms what the 
Fort Monroe school has done for the artillery. The 
Signal Service has distinguished itself by its establish- 
ment of permanent stations at Lady Franklin Bay and 
Point Barrow. 

The assassination of the President has been a dark 
spot in the year for the Army, as for the country in 
general. It has brought special duties of guarding the 
assassin, and also of escorting the remains of the beloved 
President. It is to be regretted that to the general 
fidelity with which the former duty was performed, the 
attempt of Sergt. Mason to shoot the prisoner forms an 
exception. His trial for this offence will be one of the 
features of the coming year. The famous decision of 
the Schofield Board in favor of Gen. Porter was revived 
by discussions of it in Congress; while the case of 
Cadet Whittaker was revived in a regular Court-martial. 
A case of special note, also, has been that of Lieut. 
Flipper, tried in Texas. The case of Gen. War- 
ren has received a long and patient hearing before the 
Court of Inquiry. Among the saddest events of the 
year has been the suicide, under well-remembered cir- 
cumstances, of the gallant and high-minded Upton. 
The death roll of the year includes the names of Mich- 
ler and Phillips of the Engineers; Benton of the Ord- 


nance; Otis, Cooper, and White of the Medical Corps ; 
Heintzelman of the Q. M. Department; Davidson, 
Price, Mix, Hertig, Tyler, Mauck, Chilson, Lawson, 


Mahnken, Gibson, Cherry, Winchester, and Smith of 
the Cavalry ; Kensel and Ives of the Artillery; Drury, 
Byrne, Wright, Pratt, Plummer and Larke of the In- 
fantry; the Cavalry having the chief share in this 
mortuary list. 

Many well known names have also disappeared from 
the list of retired officers: French, Beckwith, Hagen, 
Hunt, Alexander, Simonson, McNutt, Elliott, McCarty, 
Babbitt, Hay, and Clarke—twelve officers in all—hav- 
ing met their last summons, their places being filled by 
others equally well known—Marcy, Fry, Barnard, Ord, 
Dunn, Schriver, Easton, Van Vliet, Hagner, Critten- 
den, Woods, J. E. Smith, and Eaton. Fifteen officers 
have resigned, and eleven have been dismissed. 

Although Mother Shipton’s prophecy has not come 
true, yet the past year has perhaps been quite as 
eventful for the Navy as any that has pas3ed since 
the close of the war. This arm of the servive has 
certainly been brought more prominently before the 
country than for many years, and, by the contrast 
afforded between its personnel and materiel, has made 
its rehabilitation a popular idea. That a body of men 
should not only preserve their esprit de corps but rise 
superior to the distressing comparisons they are forced 
to draw between their own military appliances and 
those of foreign nations, speaks well, indeed, for the 
impulses that actuate its members, and leads public 
opinion in the right direction. 

The saying, ‘‘ Peace hath her victories,” has been 
ably illustrated in various ways. Among the chief 
events of the year just passed, and one which opened it 
auspiciously, was the final delivery into the custody of 
the proper authorities of the obelisk, placed in its pres- 
ent commanding position by the skill and careful atten- 
tion of Lieutenant-Commander Gorringe, who-has thus 
associated himself with one of the greatest works of 
ancient art, and whose safe carriage of so vast a bulk 
across the Atlantic contrasts most favorably with the 








similar enterprise of the Eaglish and the French. 
Much was heard in the early portion of the year of 
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Gamgee’s Zero Motor, which was to revolutionize the 
existing methods by which engines are run, but, not- 
withstanding the endorsement of one of our most dis- 
tiaguished engineers, it has accompanied the Keeley 
Motor into that limbo of fine theories to which rude 
practice so mercilessly consigns them. 

The Naval Institute has shown itself full of life and 
energy, and its Record for the year makes a very favor- 
able showing. The prize essays of Lieutenants Belk- 
nap and King have been published and discussed, and 
the latter gentleman has had an opportunity, not often 
vouchsafed, of bringing into prominence before a board 
of officers the theories he so ably advocated. The 
Record has also been much improved by the addition 
of concise bibliographical notices. 

The work of the Naval Observatory has been of the 
same unubtrusive, much-needed character as usual ; and 
it is much to be hoped that the new site which has been 
selected may soon be crowned with an edifice better 
suited tothe purpose for which it is designed than is 
the present one. Visitors to Washiugton will doubtless 
miss their strolls to the well-kept grounds and the big 
telescope, but probably the officers on duty will be quite 
as well satisfied to carry on their work without fear of 
interruption. 

The opening of the administration of President Gar- 
field brought the Navy to popular attention at the inau- 
guration, and shortly after, still more prominently at 
the dedication of the Farragut monument at Washing- 
ton. On this occasion the bearing of the men was £0 
excellent, and the various duties performed by them 
were so well done, as to call forth from the Secretary 
letters of thanks to the commanding officers. A portion 
of Admiral Wyman’s command had also another op- 
portunity to honor the memory of our departed hero, 
when not long afterwards another monument to his 
menory was dedicated in New York. 

At Yorktown, also, an opportunity was afforded to 
the officers and men of the North Atlantic and Training 
Squadrons to show their capabilities. The appearance 
of the Naval Brigade, under Captain Meade, reflected 
credit upon the service at large; and, although cne or 
two little contretemps occurred in the admixture of the 
French and German ensigns, there was little to mar 
the festivities of the occasion. 

The various changes that have taken place in the de- 
partment have from time totime been chronicled in our 
columns. The most noticeable of these were the resig- 
nation of Commodore Jeffers, and his succession by 
Commander Sicard ; the retirement of Captain Whiting 
and the appointment of Captain Walker as his successor. 
Two other bureaus are at this time vacant —those of 
Provisions and Clothing, and Construction and Repair. 
For both these there is quite a struggle going on. The 
latter one in particular demands a wise head and a prac- 
tical one also, in view of the probable work which will 
be required. 

Surveying has been carried on on the coast of Mexico 
by the Ranger ; the Palos has been doing good work in 
the determination of longitudes in China, and the 
Despatch will doubtless give a good account of herself 
in Samana Bay. The cruise of the Ticonderoga, 
unique in its conception and consummation, has come 
to an end, and its results are soon to be published. The 
only addition to our fleet has been the new Lancaster, 
which vessel may be characterized as a splendid failure. 
The folly of ‘‘putting new wine into old wine skins” 
has again been exemplified in her. For by a no means 
large addition to the sum’ spent upon her an entirely 
new vessel could have been‘ constructed, as were the 
Vandalia and Marion not many years since. As it is, 
we have the mortification of knowing that the Z’renton 
has been replaced in European waters by a vessel quite 
inferior to her, though turned out half a dozen years 
later. 

On the Pacific Coast, Commanders Lull and Glass 
have well represented the Government in the Alaska 
purchase; the measures taken by the latter, who has 


two most excellent officers by the premature explosion 
of a torpedo, a horror not equalled in time of peace 
since the explosion of the Peacemaker on board the 
Princeton. The sad death of Edes and Spalding cast 
a gloom over the whole Service, and the survivors of 
the class of which they were members will never forget 
the horror of that day which saw them so suddenly re- 
moved from their midst. It is probable that every 
member of the Mutual Aid Association congratulated 
himself upon the fact that he was able, in the way of 
business and not of charity, to give something for the 
widow so suridenly bereft of her life’s partner. These 
deaths were followed by a large accession to the roll of 
membership, which now numbers 554. It is much to 
be hoped that all officers who can join will do so, for no 
more admirable method of aiding the families of de- 
ceased brother officers was ever established. 

The Jeannette search expeditions of the Rodgers and 
Alliance have been prosecuted diligently. The former 
vessel is wintering in St. Lawrence Bay, after various 
vicissitudes. Her mission, however, is at an end, the 
news of the loss of the Jeannétte having caused a sensa- 
tion, in Washington particularly, hardly equalled since 
the days of the war. Mr. Bennett’s munificent conduct 
should not be forgotten, for throughout the whole pro- 
gress of the enterprise he has been unsparing 1n his at- 
tentions and money. We are informed on reliable au- 
thority, that during the summer, when the project of 
relief expeditions was being discussed, he sent to Mrs. 
De Long a check for $25,000, as an earnest of his con- 
tinued interest in the welfare of her husband and his 
companions. 

Although little has been done in the way of increas- 
ing our ‘naval armament, the advent and success of 
Ericsson’s Destroyer is likely to prove of as much ser7ice 
as was his production of the Monitor twenty years ago. 
In vessels of this type it would seem that there is a large 
accession to our means of defence against the ironclads 
of a possible blockading fleet, and it is to be hoped that 
the Government will purchase the present craft and 
give orders for more. 

The death roll of officers upon the active list has 
been an unusually large one, and the service is called 
upon togmourn the ]0ss of men in the prime of life, who 
had done hard work and excellent service in ‘ 
ous grades. 

Without making any invidious distincticns, two 
names stand out prominently as those whose loss has 
been most deeply felt. Ali will recognize that Kidder 
Randolph Breese and Frederick Collins were not of the 
common mould. Had the former lived, he would un- 
doubtedly have been the successor of Admiral Rodgers 
at the Naval Academy, a post which it is no disparage- 
ment to others to say, for which he was pre-eminently 
qualified. If Collins’ life had been spared there is no 
doubt that he would have continued a prominent 
figure in any duty which he undertook, ard that high 
honors were in reserve for him. 

Those who no longer answer to the muster roll are 
Captains Lewis and McCrea; Commander McDougal; 
Lieutenunt-Commanders Keyser, Edes, and Wright ; 
Lieutenants Terrell, Hunter, Grove, and Spalding; 
Paymasters Browne and C. H. Thompson; Chief Engi- 
neers J. W. Whittaker, Albert Aston, and Sprague; 
and Assistant Engineer Stivers. Death has not for 
many years reaped so bounteous a harvest as fell before 
his merciless scythe in the year just past. 

With-this retrospect of the past, saddened as it is by 
the thought of the loss of so many ‘“‘good men and 
true,” the service turns with high hopes to the coming 
year for its future prosperity. Its star seems to be in 
the ascendant, and, with the recommendations of the 
Advisory Board asa guide, Congress can not go far 
astray in its answer to the public demand for a restora- 
tion of our navy to the place it relatively occupied in 
1860.

President, and acted upon it ; and it is because he thus 
acted that he now wishes to make known the injustice 
he has done General Porter, and to aid in repairing it so 
far as any words or acts of his can do ao. 

Such an avowal is honorable alike to General Graut 
and General Porter. We have said that it puts a new 
face on the latter’s case. It does not, of course, in one 
sense, since General Porter’s reasons for his acts during 
General Pope’s campaign remain the same to-day as 
they were on the 29th of August, 1862; and the vindi- 
cation of those acts by the Schofield board also remains 
just as it has hitherto been. But the new face comes 
in the fact that General Grant, a soldier of eminent 
ability and of unquestioned sincerity, has voluntarily 
announced that his old opinion, adverse to General Por- 
ter, has been changed by a study of the evidence. As 
a soldier whose campaigns in Virginia were crowned 
with complete triumph, as a man who has never hesi- 
tated to say exactly what he thinks, and as a 
leader of the Republican party for many years, Gen. 
Grant’s change of view is not only most remarkable, 
but is a change which could not have had as much sig- 
nificance coming from any other man in? America. 
For ourselves, holding as we have ever done what was 
in the beginning the unpopular and losing side, and be- 
lieving firmly that Gen. Porter has been a much- 
wronged man, we can hardly express too much gratifi- 
cation at seeing this opinion reinforced by one whose 
simple word, given after examination, will Sinfluence 
thousands and scores of thousands ’who cannot fully 
investigate for themselves this intricate subject. 

We have heard the inquiry raised in military and 
other circles, as to what Congress would be likely to do 
in this contingency. Some members of that body, like 
Gen. Logan, for example, have committed themselves 
in elaborate speeches against doing justice to Gen. Por- 
ter. We will suggest that this question is only a future 
one, and may never come up at all. The view of Gen. 
Porter and his friends is that the sentence against him 
is, in its nature, a continuing sentence, and hence may 
be revoked at any time by the act of the President him; 
self, the result being the restoration of Gen. Porter to 
the Army. This view is inferentially the one put be- 
fore the President by Gen. Grant; but as a Jaw point of 


"| importance is involved, it is suggested that in case the 


President himself should not decide it, it should be re- 
ferred to the Attorney-General of the Army. This is 
the reason why we say that the matter may not come 
before Congress. But our own view is that the matter 
would have to come up for additional legislation to 
restore to Gen. Porter his full rights. We doubt 
whether the President’s preroyative would go to the 
extent of putting matters as they were. The interven- 
tion of the Senate would be required, no doubt, to con- 
firm a re-appointment, and there are also other ques- 
tions, we think, requiring legislation. All this, however, 
may be discussed hereafter. 

It may be asked how it is that Gen. Grant has changed 
his opinion in regard to the case of Gen. Porter. We 
have heard the suggestion that his present act by im- 
plication censures him for grave injustice in allowing a 
brother officer to rest for years under such an injury. 
As Gen. Grant says himself that he has done General 
Porter an injustice, we do not think he will be much 
disturbed by this criticism; but we may also say that 
the characteristically generous act of Gen. Grant has 
disarmed the friends of Gen. Porter, so far as criticism 
on his past attitude is concerned. In addition, it should 
be pointed out that during the time of Gen. Grant’s 
presidency, the evidence of Iste years presented, which 
has been the turning point of the case, had not been 
1endered. It was not until the review of the evidence 
by the Schofield Board, when the testimony of the Con- 
federate officers was for the first time given, and when 
a correct map of the region around Manassas Junction 
was for the first time procured, that it was possible for 
the strength of Gen. Porter’s defence to be fully under- 
stood.

, binding to relieve a President from any obligation to 
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personally study into and review it, after its consum- 
mation years before uvder one of his predecessors. 

It can be very briefly shown why it is that this case 
has heen so widely misapprehended for years. In the 
first place, Gen. Porter, in his distrust of Gen. Pope, 
only shared an opinion practically universal in the Army 
of the Potomac, and largely prevalent even in the or- 
ganization known as the Army of Virginia. This had 
partly been based on the injudicious address with which 
Gen. Pope had assumed command, which, as he has 
earnestly stated, was solely intended to inspire hope 
and confidence, but which was widely interpreted to 
reflect on the eastern armies, and was thought unfor- 
tunate in some other respects. Now, nothiog is more 
plainly taught in the history of all callings, but perhaps 
especially in the soldier’s and sailor’s, than that men and 
officers habitually do their duty from a sense of profes- 
sional pride, honor, and fidelity, whatever their opinion 
of a commanding officer. Yet Gen. Porter’s injudicious 
confidences to Gen. Burnside, and other expressions of 
distrust of Gen. Pope, have been supposed to be clues 
to his actual conduct, when a careful observation of 
the world would show that they would probably have 
no effect on his duty as a soldier. 

Passing by General Porter’s delay, for a” few 

hours, to execute his night march to Bristoe Station, 
ordered by Gen. Pope for 2 a. M., which delay is ad- 
mitted to have had no effect on the actual operations, 
and was within his discretion, under a generous inter- 
pretation, as a corps commander, we find all the re- 
maining disobedience charged against him to be in- 
cluded within the compass of one day, August 29, 
1862. Lee, on that day, was moving from Thorough- 
fare Gap, with his main force, to join Jackson, who, 
with questionable audacity, had several days before 
come through the same Gap, and had raided in Pope’s 
rear, on the latter’ssupplies. Gen. Pope had two things 
now to consider. First, he desired to go on and capture 
or overwhelm Jackson’s corps, before Longstreet 
could come up. Secondly, with a praiseworthy pru- 
dence he recognized the possibility of the latter’s 
getting up in season to take part in a general battle. 
Hence he issued an order to Gens. McDowell and Porter, 
in which both contingencies seem to be implied, and 
he latt er was coupled with an intimation that it might 
be wise for the whole army to retire behind Bull Run 
prior to offering the decisive battle. This latter con- 
tingency was so eminently wise in a tactical point of 
view that it seems to have rested on Gen. Porter’s mind 
with special force. However, on that Aug. 29, Gen. 
Pope found an opportunity to attack Gen. Jackson, the 
battle developing, in the afternoon, when Heintzleman 
and Reno took part, into a general engagement. Porter, 
who was far distant on the left, meanwhile stood watch- 
ful, ready to fall back, as he understood Pope’s inten- 
tion to be, or to hold his own, or to advance, and 
engage the enemy, as the commanding general might 
desire. The order to do the latter reached him about 
six o’clock in the evening—there is some controversy 
about the time of delivery, as the order was dated about 
an hour and a half earlier. When Gen. Porter opened 
it, he found its very first sentence based on a misunder- 
standing. It stated that his advance would bring him 
in on the enemy’s right. Gen. Pope evidently did not 
know that Longstreet had for some hours been deploy- 
ing in Porter’s front, with a view to engaging in the 
general battle which followed the next day. There was 
a second supposition in the order equally incorrect. At 
that time of day, and with such an erroneous basis for 
the orders of his eommander, Gen. Porter did not feel 
it to be his duty to attempt to execute them. 

On tke day following, Porter was engaged hotly, 
and there was no question that he did his duty. The 
result of the conflict was unfavorable to Gen. Pope, 
who retired in good order from the field, and occupied 
a good place for renewing the conflict with success, if 
pressed. But anxiety at Washington caused his fur- 
ther withdrawal to the defences of that city, and with 
another sudden shift of the Administration’s confidence, 
Gen. Pope was removed from command, and Gen. Mc- 
Clellan reinstated. Charges were then brought against 
Gen. Porter, and the result of the trial is familiar. 

What we wish to call attention to in this hasty, and, 
of course, imperfect sketch, is that inevitably a great 
part of the merits of the case—exclusive of the question 
of the supposed animus of Porter towards Pope, of 
which we have already spoken—must turn on the real 
rélative positions of Longstreet and Porter on the 29th 
of August. General Porter’s view has always been that 
he was doing his whole duty by holding Longstreet, 
and that the actual position of the Confederate forces, 
if known to the Court, as he knew it to be, would justify 
him. He also averred that the map of roads used by 
the Court was all wrong. But these were held to be the 
natural excuses of aman who sought to conceal sul- 


lenness and dilatoriness, amounting to actual disobe- 
dience of orders. The testimony of the Confederate 
officers, which was not accessible in 1862, and a good 
map in place of the one then used, completely sustained 
the contention of General Porter, before the Schofield 
board. And it is precisely this new evidence, not de- 
veloped until the inquiry held under General Hayes’s 
administration, which has changed the opinion of Gen- 
eral Grant. Using his present leisure to examine this 
interesting military question, he saw at once where the 
injustice had been done. 








Tue two Herreshoff pinnaces purchased by the Bri- 
tish Admiralty were again subjected to a series of trials 
during the second week of November, by the officials 
of the board of construction and the engineers at Sheer- 
ness Dockyard.

ACTUAL RANK FOR NAVAL ENGINEERS. 


Tue officers of the Corps of Engineers of the Navy 
have prepared a memorial, which accompanies the bill 
giving the positive rank which was presented in the 
Senate on Thursday. In it they say: ‘‘The rank 
we now hold by act of Congress is what is called rela- 
tive rank, the adjective forming an undefined qualifica- 
tion which, taken in connection with the fact that we 
are not allowed the titles of this relative rank, has been 
80 construed as to reduce its practical value to nearly 
nothing. We cannot believe that Congress, after ma- 
ture consideration, passed a bill professedly in our in- 
terest but with intent to really give us nothing; and we 
now pray that the same rank be enacted without quali- 
fication—that is, made absolute—and that it carry with 
it the proper and universally understood titles which we 
believe to have always been the intention of Congress 
should accompany it, so that misconstruction in the 
future will be impossible ” 

The distinction between actual and relative rank is 
next pointed out, and we are told that ‘‘ what is par- 
ticularly desired to be impressed is that ‘relative’ rank 
is proper only between officers of totally different 
services, such as Army and Navy, for example, but 
that that it has and can have no application between 
officers of the same Service. 

_“*This principle of same kind of rank for all is recog- 
nized to the fullest extent in the Army, all the corps of 
which, without exception, have the same ranks and 
military or Army titles. The officers of the Ordnance 
Corps of the Army have no relative rank with the 
officers of the infantry corps; and the engineer officers 
of the Army have no relative rank with those of the 
artillery corps, and sv on; the rank is absolutely the 
same for all in each corps, and the titles of the rank are 
the same also. In the Navy alone has the invidious 
distinction been made, and is sought to be maintained, 
of giving proper rank to only one class of officers to the 
exclusion of another class just as necessary to the pub- 
lic service, and having equal professional, educational 
and social claims. The Army system produces perfect 
harmony of feeling, concert of organization, and effi- 
Clency in action; and is what should be adopted in the 
Navy to produce the same desirable results. Section 
1556 of the Revised Statutes fixes the pay of the engi- 
neer officers of the Navy, which pay is substantially 
that of the line officers having the same rank and 
length of service. The value of the services of both is 
cousidered equal. 


‘*The parallelism between the duties of the engineer 
officers of the Army and of the engineer officers of the 

Navy is as complete as the difference between the 
services will admit. The duties of both corps are essen- 
tially designing and constructing. The naval engineers 
are able to supervise and direct all the operations from 
the mining of the iron ore to the manufacture of the 
refined metal in all the constructions required by the 
Navy, and they can both invent and use the tools and 
appliances needed for these operations. They can 
design and build iron ehips, iron-clads, and steam and 
other machinery for all the industrial and military 
purposes of a Navy. Their special education and prac- 
tice are for the designing and manufacturing of all that 
are required for the production of iron ships and iron- 
clads, and of steam and other machinery needed for pro- 
pulsion or other purposes on board naval vessels, and for 
the efficient use and direction of the same. The Army 
engineers design and superintend the construction of 
fortifications. (Revised Statutes, section 1153.) They 
regulate and determine the number, quality, form, and 
dimensions of the necessary vehicles, pontoons, tools, 
implements, arms, and other supplies for the use of the 
engineer battalion. (Revised Statutes, section 1152).” . 

Sections 1158, 4653, 4664 and 4665, Rev. Stats., in 
prescribing the status of the Engineer Corps of the 
Army, are next cited to show that ‘‘they are the me- 
chanical officers of the Army in exactly the same sense 
that the Navy Engineers are the mechanical officers of 
the Navy, and that the duties of both are exactly the 
same in kind and quality, each designing and superin- 
tending the particular mechanical work of their respect- 
ive services. 

‘*The Engineer officers of the Army have,” we are 
further told, ‘‘ the same rank and titles as the Line offi- 
cers of the Army, (Revised Statutes, section 1151, ) with 
the addition of the name of the corps. The Army En- 
gineer is a colonel or a major of Engineers, as an Army 
Line officer is a colonel or major of Infantry or Cavalry, 
and soon; and sofar from the same rank and titles 
causing confusion, they are the only means that can pro- 
duce order and regularity, and prevent the clashiag of 
claims or pretensions. 

‘‘The bill now before Congress for the Naval Engi- 
neers is intended to give them exactly the position in 
the Navy which the Army Engineers have in the Army, 
both as regards rank and title ; and whatever arguments 
can be adduced in the one case are, mutatis mutandis, 
as cogent for the other.” 

The dependence of the modern war vessel uponthe 
skill of the Engineer is next shown. The great change 
in the motive power of the vessel has, it is argued, ‘‘ ef- 
fected as great a transformation in its form, which has 
continually been more and more lengthened, until pro- 
portions have been reached that renders manceuvring by 
sails alone impossible. The ancient slow sailing, wooden 
man-of-war, with its clouds of snowy canvas, and whose 
type was a bowl, las been evolved into the modern fast 
iron steamer, with its clouds of black smoke, and whose 
type is » canoe.” 

It is argued that ‘‘all other kind of vessels than iron- 
clads belonging to navies are mere appendages, and 
have no value militarily save as auxiliaries, such as dis- 
patch vessels, torpedo boats, depredators on an enemy’s 
commercial marine, etc.; the real military strength of 
apy navy being measured simply by its ironclads, which, 
it will be remembered carry no sails and depend wholly 
on their machinery. No modern navy can be composed 
of unarmored vessels carrying sails, be their speed and 
battery what they may. The fundamental facts are that 
the ironclad propelled and fought wholly by machinery, 
constitutes the only navy ina military point of view; 
that, aside from the commanding officer, all the import- 
ant functions are performed by Engineers, and all the 
technical work, without exception, is done by them and 
the necessarily large forceof men under their immediate 
command in their own department, the maintenance of 
the vessel in a state of efficiency resting wholly on their 
skilland energy. In the past, the orders of the com- 
manding officer were executed by subordinate sailors or 
Line officers; but now these subordinates have become 
still more subordinate, and in an ironclad (the only real 
naval vessels) have functions but a little removed from 
that of messengers between the Commanding and En- 
gineer officers. The Engineers, next to the command- 
ing officers, are the most important of the personnel of 
a really military navy.” . . r ‘ 

‘* The professional qualifications demanded for gradua- 
tion from the Naval Academy, where the Cadet Engi- 
neers are now educated, are equal to what are required 
in the Military Academy at West Point for the gradua- 
tion of Engineer Officers of the Army, whose duties 
are as analogous as possible to those of the Naval Engi- 
neers, allowing for the difference of the services. The 
Cadet Engineer, unlike the Cadet Midshipman or em- 
bryo line officer, 18 not a political nominee; he owes 
everything to his qualifications alone; talent is the 
only rule of selection in bis case, and neither social nor 
political influence intervenes to shelter him from the 
consequences of inferiority. As a result, the engineer 
corps of the Navy compares favorably with* any engi- 
neer corps in the world, and as a corps du genie is not 
surpassed by any, if equalled by a few. Its former 
members can be found in the highest professorships in 
the best polytechnic schools of our country, and in the 
front ranks of its commercial engineering; while Con- 
gress, in compliance with popular demand, has lately 
enacted that naval engineers can be detailed by the 
Navy Department for professorships in such colleges 
and higher schools of education as may apply for their 
services. It is on this corps, specially educated in 
mathematical and physical science, and trained in their 
practical application to naval construction, that the 
country must deperd for its Navy of the future.” 

From these considerations it is urged that the rank 
given to naval engineers ‘‘ should not bea -rank,

Until this is done there can be no harmony between the 
different corps; no clearly drawn definition of duties, 
position, or responsibilities; but an incessant wrangle 
between illegal and arrogant assumption on the one 
side, and a right but unsupported resistance on the 
other, with the Navy Department uncertain in its 
re decisions, owing to the faulty terms of the 
aw.” 

As originally the sailor officers were the only naval 
officers, they. have, as the memorial contends, come 
in time to look upon the names of their rank as 
peculiar to themselves, to their Y gg pe while, 
as a matter of fact, it is urged, ‘‘were it not 
for the power and prejudices of the line officer 
portion of the Navy, naval steamers would have no 
more of masts and sails than the transatlantic merchant 
steamers which traverse the ocean for years with only 
jury-masts. Seamanship with sails, as applied to the 
navigation of vessels, has as completely departed from 
sound naval practice as the old stage-coach and its driver 
from the road. Steam machinery has supplanted all; but 
if the stage-coach drivers had had sufficient influence 
they would doubtless have remained, and, perched on the 
cow-catcher of the locomotive, appeared to guide it, 
while the engineer really propelled it from behind, 
Every naval steamer requires for the proper care and 
management of its machinery a number of engineer 
officers, and a large ironclad requires many. The engi- 
neer department of a naval steamer demands a large 
force of skilled machinists, firemen, and coal heavers, 
proportional to the power of the machinery, and form~ 
ing a considerable percentage of the crew even when 
the steamer is fully equipped with sails; but in the case 
of an ironclad, which is the only real naval vessel, the 
engineer officers and their machinists, firemen, and coal 
heavers compose the principal part of the personnel. The 
engineer officers have to command these men, to dis- 
tribute them for their duty, to instruct them in it, and 
to make them perform it. A militury organization is 
just as indispensable to them as to the line officers for 
the proper performance of these functions on buard ship, 
and the engineer officers must have both the prestige © 
and the power of rank in order to do their duty with 
the utmost efliciency. They can be neither supported 
nor directed in that duty by line officers who know 
nothing of machinery or engineering, and whose inter- 
ference can only be disastrous.” 

Accompanying the memorial are numerous citations 
from foreign opinions on the subject of the proper status 
of engiueer officers.

In answer to a claim that Sir Henry Bessemer first 
introduced steel asa material for employment in the 
manufacture of Ordnance, Mr. Alfred Longsden wrote 
to the London Times that at the date when Sir Henry 
began to talk about steel for Ordnance (1863) Krupp 
had supplied 1,381 guns and portions of guns. He 
began before the year 1847, but in that year he supplied 
to Prussia a small 3 pounder gun, and in 1850 a @. 
pounder. In the Exhibition of 1851 Mr. Krupp showed 
a small steel gun. In 1854 he supplied two 6-pounders 
and one 12-pounder gun, and in 1855, the year Besse- 
mer first patented his process, he delivered to England 
the tube of a 68-pounder and to other countries four 12- 
pounders, one 7-pounder, and one 6-pounder. In 1856 
Mr. Krupp supplied 12 steel guns, in 1857 24 guns, in 
1858 20 guns to Spain, Switzerland, Prussia, Holland, 
and Egypt. In 1859 he supplied 331 guns, in 1860 202 
guns, in 1861 240 guns, in 1862 335 - and portions 
of guns, such as inner tubes, and in 1863 204 guns and 
portions of guns.

Artillery, from New York to Yorktown and 
back, or something else, has fired the ambition of the 
Czar, and he is going to outdo it by marching the troops 
of the Imperial Guard from St. Petersburg to Moscow 
on the occasion of his coronation. 


Tue Opritchnik, the vessel Jast added to Russia’s new 
clipper series, has proved to be so ill-constructed that 
the Admiralty have had to recall her from France and 
dock ber at Cronstadt for the winter. 

Mr. J. Rae, criticising in Mature, a paper by C. R. 
Markham, on the ‘‘ Progress of Arctic Research Since 
the Foundation of the British Association,” says that 
“the names of Kellett, Belcher, and Austin are con- 
spicuous by their absence,” and, moreover, that the 
names of the Americans, Kane and Hayes, who with 
very inferior means traced more than 300 miles of the 
unknown shores of Smith’s Sound, are left out, though 
each was awarded the gold medal of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society. 

Tue London Times of December 8 says that it has 
been decided to fit the Neptune, Devastation, and 
Dreadnought, at Portsmouth, with independeut electric 
firing gear. At present their turret guns can only be 
discharged from the conning towers, the method which 
will be commonly adopted in action with an enemy; 
but it has been deemed expedient to provide the ships 
with alternative gear in case of the electric connections 
becoming disabled. With this ohject each turret will 
be fitted with independent firing apparatus, to enable 
the guns to be discharged from the inside. It is also 
proposed to fit the turret ships with electric gear for 
launching the Whitehead torpedo. An exhaustive 
series of experiments are being carried out at Ports- 
mouth to determine the best dynamo machine for the 
workiug of ‘‘search” lights on boara ship. Three 
machines are under trial, the D. Gramme, which sup- 
plies a single light of 20,000-candle power; the C. T. 
Gramme machine, which provides two lights of 10,000- 
candle power each, but which can be coupled up so as 
to give a single powerful light equal to 22,000 candles ; 
and a new Brush machine, which supplies a still 
stronger search light, but with additional engine power. 
Each machine is driven for four hours, and careful 
observations were recorded for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the respective horse-power required, the amount of 
resistance, the consumption of fuel, und the comparative 
illumination of the lights, which is measured by means 
of a photometer. 

Sir Wa. Tompson has invented a compass for use 
in torpedo boats, which is said to be specially adapted 
for such a purpose, and trial is accordingly to be made 
of it very shortly. 

Capets in Russia are hereafter to serve six months 
with their regiments before receiving their commissions 
as Officers, many inconveniences having arisen from the 
fact of the cadets assuming control over troops before 
being accustomed to the ways of military life. 

AN experiment is to be made in England, and re- 
ported on, with the screws of the Veswvius, one of 
which is to be scraped bright—after the custom fol- 
lowed in the French navy—every time the ship is 
docked, the other screw being coated as usual. The 
scraping bright is said to preserve the screw, and advan- 
tageously affects the speed of the vessel. 

Tue Craig-Patterson gun was adopted some years ago 
for the Swedish navy, and in 1867 tne Remington sys- 
tem was introduced into the army. In April last a re- 
port was prepared by the Small Arms Committee, 
recommending the Jarmann repeating rifle as the most 
suitable gun for the latter, and this recommendation is 
to be carried out. 

Ligvr.-Cor. Moriz Kirwanek, of the 3d Battalion of 
Austrian Fort Artillery, has contributed to the October 
number of the Mittheilungen uber Gegenstande des 
Artillerie-und Genie- Wesens, a carefully compiled and 
illustrated paper on ‘‘ French Field Artillery Material,” 
the first of a series, gathered from French official 
sources,

THE STATE TROOPS. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE WIMBLEDON RULES. 


Tue National Rifle Association of Great Britain have re- 
cently made important changes in their rules in regard to 
the positions to be used in firing at various distances. Fora 
long time ‘‘any position” has been permitted at all distances. 
As all can do better shooting when lying than otherwise, and, 
as the back pesition ensures the greatest accuracy in target 
firing, the practical result has been that the firing at all dia- 
tances in the English rifle matches is being done from the 
back, and all practice being confined to that position, as a 
necessary consequence, the art of shooting standing, kneel- 
ing, or from the prone position, has almost died out. This 
has for some time led to an excited discussion among the 
English riflemen, one party contending that rifle associations 
are intended to promote such shooting as would be required 
in war, as distinguished from the merely making of bull’s- 
eyes; that the matchex provided for those using ‘‘any” (i. e., 
sporting) rifles, permit of vernier sights, wind gauges, and 
all similar appliances, and with the back position, afford all 
necessary tests for mere accuracy of rifles. That military 
matches are intended for soldiers’ shooting, and should be 
coafined to such rifles and sights as a soldier could use in 
service, and should be shot in the various positions which he 
ought to know how to assume in order to ensure his learn- 
ing how to assume them. 

The other party have contended that every man ought to 
be left free to use that position at all distances in which he 
can make the largest score. 

Our American National Rifle Association have never gone 
so far as to permit of anything but the standing position up to 
300 and the kneeling at 400 yards, and for along time refused 
to permit of anything but the prone position at 500 yards. 
After a prolonged contest in the Board of Directors and the 
press, of the same {description as that which has raged in 
England, led by Col. Litchfiell and Major Fulton as the ad- 
vocates of the change, and Gen. Wingate and Gen. Upton 
as its opponents, the example of Wimbledon was followed, 
and the back position was permitted at all distances over 
400 yards. ; 

Although our British cousins are proverbially slow to 
change, their experience has evidently induced them to 
think that their previous action in this respect was a mis- 
take. They have now changed their rule so as to require all 
firing at 500 and 600 yards to be from the prone position, 
any position being permitted at distances over 600 yards, and 
the kneeling position being prescribed for all distances under 
500 yards. This latter provision seems rather carious. It 
is probably a compromise between the advocates of the 
standing position and their opponents, and like most com- 
promises will not suit either. It has already met with a con- 
siderable opposition. The other changes are generally ap- 
proved by the military organs, and are unquestionably a step 
in the right direction, and one which our American Associa- 
tion would do well to follow. Although the restrictions of 
their class-firing and the condition of various matches which 
require the prone position to be used at 500 yards, have pre- 
vented the National Guardsmen from forgetting it, there is 
too much of a disposition (particularly in the Army) to ne~ 
glect it, and firing from the knee in matches is never 
heard of. 

These changes in the Wimbledon rules are particularly im- 
portant to those contemplating getting upon the proposed 
‘International Team.” It is very doubtful if any of our best 
shots in the National Guard have fired twenty shots in two 
years from the knee, and it is a position in which much 
practice is required to ensure steadiness, So, also, the num- 
ber of those who can do first class shooting from the prone 
position is not as large as it used to be. 

As a team visiting a foreign range must shoot under its 
regulations, our American riflemen will do well to *‘ crook 
the pregnant hinges of the knee,” and also to practice up the 
prone position before the competitions begin.” 





THE DISBANDMEN7S IN THE NEW YORK N. G. 


Tue mustering out of the organizations disbanded under 
G. O, 28, A. G. O., Albany, Dec. 17, 1881, has already com- 
menced. The 5th regiment and Battery B have ceased to 
exist. The task of mustering out will be steadily continued 
during the month of January, and on Feb. 1 the last of the 
doomed organizations, the 24th separate company at Ellen- 
ville, will pass out of existence. Outside of the affected 
commands the change is generally regarded as a step in 
the right direction. The want of reform of some sort had 
long been felt; the fact that it was contemplated was gen- 
erally understood, and the uncertainty as to where the blow 
would strike was seriously affectivg the vitality of some of 
the regiments. To such of these as are not included in the 
order its publication has no doubt brought great relief, and 
it is to be hoped that they will not fail to avail themselves 
of the present favorable condition by putting forth all their 
energies to fill up their depleted ranks. 

Opinions as to the extent of the reform vary. It is gen- 
erally conceded that the Governor has selected the weakest 
portion of the National Guard for disbandment, and has 
secured a corresponding increase in vigor and efficiency of 
the State organizations remaining by amputating the par- 
alyzed limbs. 

In some quarters the retention of so large a number of sepa- 
rate companies is regarded as an injudicious action. Promi- 
nent National Guardsmen consider the whole system of 
separate companies as entirely impractical and capable of 





producing no good results whatever. Others hold that if 





the Governor could not get rid of them he should at least 
have organized them into battalions, each under the com- 
mand of a major. With this we agree, as so large a number 
of small independent commands must injure the harmony 
and efficiency of the whole. 

The establishment of a majority of the National Gnard as 
reorganized in New York and Brooklyu meets with approval 
everywhere. This distribution has stood the test of actual 
experience durirg the riots in 1877, when several of the New 
York regiments were thrown at very short notice to different 
parts of the State, where they performed excellent service. 
There can be no reasonable question that the changes made 
are on the whole an improvement, in the direction of in- 
creased efficiency as well as of economy. 





THE INTERNATIONAL MILITARY MATOH. 


1o the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sim: In the letter si “G. W. W.,” which appears in 
your iseue of Dec. 24, is an expression of doubts and dif- 
ficulties in reconciling the differences that would arise in 
arranging an international military match with the British 
riflemen—difficulties, it seems to me, that can easily be 
gotten over. 

Even had the British Rifle Association not decided to sus- 
pend their rule of any position at 200 yards, I am sure that 
any position at that distance need not trouble our riflemen, 
for they can most assuredly shoot lying down. It is not 
long since I saw a military rileman make, in the prone po- 
sition seven consecutive bull's eyes at 200 yards, and then 
turp on bis back and make eleven more—in all, thirteen con- 
secutive bull's eye sat two hundred yards, with a mili rifle 
—and we have many better shots than he, All our riflemen 
are used to the ‘‘ any position,” and, I have no doubt, would 
rena ee accept it, ——_ thinking the “ off-hand” at 
two hundred yards preferable, 

Under the circumstances wouldn't it be best to fully 
accept the conditions exacted of us by the British N. R. A. 
placing our wishes on record, however, as an earnest of 
what might be expected in matches on this side of the 
water. 

There need be no difficulty about rifles—either the Spring- 
field or Borchard-Sharps would be agreeable, if selected— 
and if the committee say it shall be the Sharps, let the team 
be made up of riflemen familiar with that rifle. First-class 
riflemen can be found to fill all the requirements, and no 
need to look far for them. If needed to best cover the re- 
a conditions, take them from wherever they may be 

found. Don’t refuse the best, because you would get 
two or more from the same organization, but take them all 
from the same company, if need be. t the team orga- 
nized, and have them go to work to aim. 

I cannoi see the force of your correspondent’s arguments 
against the wind-gauge sights ; ootelal 'y, he is mistaken in 
implying that our riflemen, since its use, have forgotten how 
to “hold off.” I venture to say that a rifleman cannot help 
knowing—he must know—how “to hold off,” if he knows 
how to use a wind-gauge sight properly. Many of our rifle- 
men use their wind-gauges to d ine for them a gen- 
erally correct sight at commencement of score, and “‘ hold 
off” for any effects of wind and light during the score; and 
all may do the same, and, I think, in most cases, to no dis- 
advantage to their scores. A rifleman would be surprisingly 
dull who would not have excuses, or find some way, to ac- 
count for a poor score or for having been beaten. 

I think the Ordnance artment did insist in adopting 
the wind gauge sight slide for the military rifles as a practi- 
cable test may demonstrate to any one. The team may use 
it or not; with its use they may have a most decided ad- 
vantage, and without its use they ouly go back to the “‘ prac- 
ticall” and ‘‘ universally recognized in England.” 

To me the difficulties seen by your correspondent in the 
organization of a team to compete at Wimbledon seem very 
small and easily overcome, and if there be in reality a 
mutual desire for a match it will be arranged. I for one 
have an abiding faith in our National Guard, and would 
stake them to win under any known conditions governing 
matches here or in England. 8. G.

ter 265 of 1878, continue to hold office after the expiration of 
five years?

ANSWERS TU CORRESPONDENTS. 


A CORRESPONDENT asks: I desire to submit two or three 
tactical points for your consideration, give my own interpre- 
tation of the tactics, my reasons therefor, and ask your deci- 
sion upon the points I raise. I refer, first, to the wheeling 
of a Pon mont of fours into line—of course, if the men, or 
rather the pivots, have kept their exact distance of 32 inches 
when the dressing is ordered, (Upton, 224,) *‘ the marching 
flank of each of the fours dresses up to the pivot of the four 
in front, thereby iusnring an instantaneous alignment.” 
Should any four have opened out to a greater distance than 
32 inches, would you still hold that the pivots after wheeling 
in their places should all stand fast, and would the men num- 
bered 1, 2 and 3 dress upon number 4 man (pivot) to the 
right, which would leave an interval between No. 3and No, 
4? Ihave held this should be so, otherwise the alignment 
conld not be as the tactics say, ‘‘instantaneous.” Am I 
right? If not, why not? To meet argument I will admit 
that the tactics do not provide for errors, yet errors do oc- 
cur; distances are sometimes lost, and custom must make 
rules to correct these errors. In the “instantaneous” align- 
ment, if distances had not been previously preserved in col- 
umn of fours, there would be a space between No. 3 and No. 
4 (pivot), after dressing, in every four where the pivot or 
No. 4 man had lost distance in marching in the column of 
fours, otherwise, if all the men dressed to the right, the 
alignment would not be instantaneous ; the men would really 
not “dress up tothe pivot of the four in front,” but the 
alignment would be general on the right file. I have based 
my idea somewhat onthe rule of the wheel of a column of 
companies into line, where, if distances are lost, (and it is 
not tactically intended they should be), the captains at once 
dress their companies, aud if the guides of any company had 
too great distance, there is an interval between companies— 
the space remains open unless a correction of the alignment 
is ordered, by “‘ Captain, rectify the alignment.” So, I think 
if too great an interval occurs in column of fours, the pivot 
man should bear the blame and see his error after dressing,

We hold that the way indicated for securing an “‘instan- 
taneous alignment” is only applicable where all the pivot men 
keep their distances and cover those in front of them in a 
mathematically accurate manner. Where a company has 
uot reached this perfection, and where distances are lost or 
gained in wheeling a column of fours into line, any error 
thus produced should be rectified in the quickest possible 
manner, to accomplish which we know no better than to dress

is nowhere any authority for having gaps in a line, except in 
skirmish drill, or where men have been ordered to take in- 
tervals.

Should 
a captain desire to call attention of pivot, or any other men 
to any error committed by them, he could do so by pointing 
out their wrong positions to them immediately after halting 
and previously to dressing. We do not believe principles of 
battalion drill can always be applied to company movements; 
at any rate, what our correspondent says in reference to the 
command, ‘Captains rectify the alignments,” does not apply 
to a column of companies wheeling into line, but occurs in 
the preliminary exercises of the School of the Battalion, in 
par. 403, and it is there explicitly stated that the colonel 
gives this command ‘when he does not wish to resume the 
advance in line or to give a general a. In the case 
stated you do wish to form a general alignment, and that as 

quick as possible. In conclusion, we wish to say that par. 

224 does not seem consistent with itself; still, we do not hold 
that the author of the Tactics did in this case intend to 
abandon all his previous principles in regard to dressing to 
such an extent as to require each pivot man to act as an in- 
dependent basis for his set of fours to dress on.

M. T. asks: What are the average rates for music for mili- 
tary parades in New York—the rates for a whole day and a 
half day? Ans.—The average is $8 per day per man; dou- 
ble for the leader. There are no half-day rates, but on con- 
tract night duty is given at a reduced price. 

F. H. W. asks if there is any vacancy in the 3d District or 
any other District of Massachusetts for West Point or Anna- 
polis.

C. W. R. asks: What are the ages that persons can enter 
the Military and Naval Academies, and be eligible for candi- 
dacy as cadet engineers?

Pato Auto asks: ‘‘On drill, a battalion marching in col- 
umn of fours, left in front, the colonel commands, ‘ On left, 
into line,’ the lieutenant-colonel and major being absent, 
whose duty is it to establish the markers?” Ans.—In the 
absence of the lieutenant-colonel and major, the adjutant 
and sergeant-major establish the markers. 








Frenon Mitirary Msonanios.—Since the Franco- 
German war of 1870-71, two special bodies of mechanics 
have been attached to the engineers of the French 
army; and, as the particular work which they are de- 
stined to undertake will probably in future campaigns 
have an important influence upon the result, « descrip- 
tion of them cannot but prove interesting. The Rail- 
way Engineers—of whom two companies are at present 
oceupied in constructing a line in ‘Tunis, whilst a third 
is under orders to embark at Marseilles for the same 
destination—consist (wheu on their permanent footing) 
of four companies. The headquarters are the Engineer 
School at Versailles. These companies form a kind of 
permanent staff, each receiving annually 100 recruits, 
who serve with their company for twelve months, and 
then pass into the service of one of the railway com- 
panies for the remainder of their term of military duty. 
These men would of course be available for military 
purposes at any moment when necessity required, thus 
giving a total strength of 4,000 men. It is intended to 
increase this department further, by organizing eight 
new battalions, to be formed of men in the ordinary 
service of the various railway companies. Each bat- 
talion will consist of 1,098 men, and will be subdivided 
into three sections, general service, construction and 
maintenance, and traffic. When completed there will 
be a force of 12,000 trained railway officials and me- 
chanics at the disposal of the Minister of War. The 
bridge-building trains (one of which in the event of 
mobilisation would be attached to each armée-corps) 
consist each of one captain, four lieutenants, 15 non- 
commissioned officers, and 138 men, and are divided 
into two sub-divisions, and a reserve. The sub-division 
contains eight sections, each of which has its own 
special work. The material of the train is carried on 38 
vehicles, ¢. ¢., 86 wagons and two field forges. It com- 

rises 16 pontoons, each capable of transporting 25 men 
with their baggage, two boats for supporting the ceutral 
muvable span of a bridge, and timber and trestles. The 
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bridges are of a uniform width of 10 ft., andcan be 


constructed either on the pontoon or trestle system, or 
by a combination of both. On the latter plan, which is 
the most advantageous, a train as above constituted can 
build a bridge 135 yardsin length. If attached to an 
independent army two of these trains are united, when 
of course double this length can be constructed. Simi- 
lar organisations exist in the German army; the details 
are slightly different, but hardly merit a separate de- 
scription. The chief differences are that the railway 
companies serve their whole term with the colors, and 
undertake contracts for the repair or construction of 
lines in the same manner as ordinary contractors; and 
that the bridge train employs hight iron or steel spans, 
in place of the timber used in the French army.— 
Enginering. 

Kropr’s Revotver Cannun.—The Deutsche Heeres 
Zeitung says: ‘’ The fish torpedo, though it has not yet 
endured the test of actual war, promises to become 
the most formidable foe of the navy in the next war, 
and it therefore becomes a necessity to provide vessels 
with suitable means of defence. We do not believe 
that any passive defence, whether by mzans of addi- 








tional plating below the waterline, or by catch-nets, 
will prove practicable and effective, as both impedes 
the manceuvring capacity of the vessel. Nor will 
salvation be found in manceuvring capacity alone, as 
the torpedo, though not as rapid as a projectile in the 
air, yet moves faster than the vessel. A ship might 
manage to escape from a single fish torpedo at long 
distance, but it could not evade several at short dis- 
tance. There seems to be nothing left but to meet the 
torpedo with a counter missile, which would cause its 
explosion at a safe distance from the vessel. A single 
object would be too apt to miss, therefore it should be 
a scattering missile. A fish torpedo will not be plainly 
visible from the menaced vessel until very near; aiming 
and firing the counter missile must therefore consume 
but little time. To meet these conditions Krupp has 
devised a revolver cannon, and the ‘ Nordenfeldsche 
Mitrailleuse’ is an-invention for the same purpose. 
The trials, which are to decide whether both of these 
constructions will meet the requirements of their most 
important task, are looked forward to with the highest 
interest.” 

A DanisH TorPEepo Boat.—A large torpedo boat has 





just been built for the Danish government by Messrs. 
hornycroft, of Chiswick, which differs in many re- 
spects from the usual type of first-class boat built by 
that firm, not only in her size, whichis probably greater 
than that of any torpedo boat afloat, but in the nature 
and extent of her armament, and in the arrangement of 
the accommodation on board of her. The boat in 
question 1s 110 feet long by 12 feet beam, and has a 
displacement of 55 tons, with all her weight on board 
— ready for action. The new boat consists of four 
Whitehead torpedoes of the largest size, which will be 
ejected through two discharging tubes of the Whitehead 
pattern fixed in her bows. In this type of ejecting 
apparatus the torpedo itself takes (he place of the piston 
in the usual impulse gear, and the air, at a pressure of 
about 14 atmospheres, is admitted behind the tor; " 
which it ejects at a speed of something like 30 knots 
per hour. The charge in the 19 feet torpedoes is 80 lb. 
of gun-cotton, and they are capable of going a distance 
of 1,000 yards at a speed of from 18 to 19 knots. On 
the top of the conning tower is fixed a Hotchkiss re- 
volving cannon of 14 inches diameter of bore. On her

he is to be allowed, unlike his Chrisiian brethren, to 
stand at his devotions. Regulations paying respect to 
the Mahomedan faith regarding prayers and oblations 
follow. Two imaums have been appointed as army 
chaplains.
